Nike-Zeus 
Tests Set for 
Next Year 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S. Army disclosed Saturday 
that it. will begin testing its 
Nike-Zeus antimissile missile 
early next year with the first 
firing out of the earth’s atmos- 
phere—more than 100 miles 
high. 

An amnouncement said that 
a series of firings from sites 
now being constructed at Point 
Mugu, Calif., will test the Zeus 
over its maximum range. The 
tests will not involve the use 
of nuclear warheads or pit the 
Zeus against actual missile tar- 


The launches will utilize the 
full power of the 450,000-pound 
thrust booster and all three 
stages of the solid fuel engines. 
The Point Mugu firings will 
take the missiles out over a 
portion of the Pacific missile 
range. 
Tests against actual missiles 
will come “at a later date” 
when test firings move from 
California to Kwajalein Island, 
the army said. There Zeus mis 
siles will be aimed at Atlas 
ICBM’s launched from Vanden- 
berg Air Force Base, Calif., 
4,300 miles away. Such tests 
will probably be conducted in 
1961 or 1962.

to refuse to admit people on 
grounds of race alone. 


Last minute opposition from 
Dominion Party member Dr. 
G. A, Smith, in the Legislative 
* Council, received no support 
and the bill was given a third 
reading. No date has yet been 
fixed for implementation, but 
this is expected in the Govern- 
ment Gazette next month. 

Other details which remain 
to he written into the bill in- 
clude altering Northern Rho- 
desia’s health regulations to 
allow the same tollets for -dif- 
ferent races and a single film 
censorship board for all races 
instead of the present two. 

Chief Secretary Martin Wray 


describes the bill as a powerful 
and practical attempt by gov- 
ernment to give a lead in a 
matter of vital significance for 
the future harmonious 
opment of the country, 

Wray said the bill limited ac- 
tion to places defined above be- 
cause the Legislative Council 
and the Select Committee. on 
Social Discrimination believe 
that in these alone does active 
discrimination still .exist in 
Northern Rhodesia.

The legal enquiry committee 
on Tibet was appointed in July 
1959 and presented its unanim- 
ous report to the commission in 


meetings in Gefieva. 


The chairman of the com- 
mittee is Purshottam Trikamdas, 
senior advocate at the Supreme 
Court of India. 


Its other members are leading 
lawyers from the eee ey 
Ghana, Norway, Ceylon, 
Malaya, and Thalland. 


The committee established 
these four principal facts in re- 
lation to genocide 


1. That the Chinese will not 
permit adherence to and practice 
of Buddhism in Tibet. 


2. That they have systemati- 
cally set out to eradicate this 
religious belief in Tibet. 


3. That in pursuit of this 


belief and practice was an en- 
couragement and example to 
others. 


4. That they have' forcibly 
transferred large numbers of 
Tibetan children to a “Chinese 
materialist environment in order 


religious upbringing.” 


Therefore, the committee 
found that genocide had been 
committed against this religi- 
ous group by such methods. 

On human rights, the com- 
mittee found that the Chinese 
Communists authorities in Tibet 
had violated economic and social 
rights and civil liberties. 

The committee found that the 
Chinese Communists had violat- 
ed the right to life itself. It was 
satisfied that widespread killings 
had taken place which were un- 
related to military action in 
suppression of the uprising. 

Chinese accounts alleging the 
absence of human rights in 
Tibet before the “peaceful libera- 
tion” and reforms were found to 
be distorted and exaggerated.

Today’s Drive 


Seeking Coolness at Cape Inubo 


By FRANZ OPEL 


The bake oven of Tokvo 
again sent us in search of re- 
lief on the beaches of Chiba 
last weekend. A secondary ob- 
ject was the exploration of a 
new and smoother route to the 
coast, 


We headed for Choshi and 
Cape Inubo at the tip of the 
broad wedge of land that 
thrusts out into the Pacific 
some _70 miles due west of 
Tokyo. We still have to find a 
perfectly smooth route, but we 
did enjoy a ramble through the 
picturesque fishing port of 
Choshi, a dip in tumbling surf 
and a.visit with an artist at his 
studio hard by the bold head- 
jand of Cape Inubo, the landfall 
for ships bound for Japan from 
across the sea. 

The trip can be made in a 
day of hard driving, but we 
suggest an overnight stay at 
one of jthe many hiotels in 
Choshi and along the coast. 
The round trip runs around 200 
miles from Tokyo. 

The route has a number of 
tricky turns so our directions 
are of necessity detailed. From 
Tokyo go out T Avenue to the 
Chiba toll road. At the end of 
the toll road turn right onto the 
Chiba highway. Proceed 1.6 
miles where you will find a 
gravel road leading off at an 
angle to the right in front of 
the yard of the Keisei Bus Co. 
This. road swings back to the 
left on an overpass above an 
electric line. 

Look Out for Turn 

Exactly one mile from the 
bus yard this gravel road ends 
at a right angle junction with a 
paved three-lane highway. 
Make a right turn and go four- 
tenths of a mile where a road 
leads off to the left. Be sure to 
make this turn. It is not 

marked in English, but there is 
a big sign in Japanese on a 
large house with a thatched 
roof at the corner. 

We missed this turn on qur 
first try and found ourself after 
several trying thours of explor- 
ing back-country roads. 

You will know you are on 
the right road if you cross an- 
other railroad track a tenth of 
a mile from the turn. From 
here on to Narita you should 
have little trouble. The pave- 
ment ends after about seven 
miles and the rest is gravel 
ranging from good to very 
rough, but with welcome 
stretches of pavement through 
towns. 

To Sawara, Choshi 

From the end of the Chiba 
toll road to Sakura is about 18 
miles. In the center of Sakura 
be sure to take the left turn 
for the road to Narita. Be- 
tween Sakura and Narita is 
about 12 miles. In the center 
of Narita another intersection 
calls for care. You should take 
the right hand turn that leads 
down a hill.on a winding road 
lined with souvenir shops and 
with the famous Narita temple 
on your left. 

From here on to Choshi you 
should have little trouble fol- 
lowing the route. Most inter- 
sections are marked in both 
Japanese and English. - 
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Twenty-two miles from Narita 
you will reach Sawara, a Tone 
River port and noted as the 
birthplace of Tadataka Ino, a 
famous geographer who mapped 
the entire coast of Hokkaido 
and Honshu during the early 
19th century. 

From Sawara to Choshi, a 
distance of 39 miles, the high- 
way follows the broad lower 
reaches of the Tone River, 
Japan's Mississippi which rises 
in the mountains of Gumma 
Prefecture and drains the vast 
Kanto’ Plain on its 230-mile 
course to the sea. 

The key to the prosperity of 
Choshi is indicated in shipyards 
to your left as you enter the 
town. Here artisans following 
the skills of their grandfathers 
are fashioning the sturdy fish- 
ing vessels which bring the har- 
vest of the sea to the markets 
and packing plants of the city. 

Continue straight along the 
waterfront on paved roads and 


keep on to beyond the break- 


water, bearing left wherever 
there is a choice of roads. Soon 
the route bears southward along 
the barren bluffs against which 
the Pacific surges. Take time 
to leave your car and stroll 
above the sea. Here and there 
are the marks of gun emplace- 
ments of the great Pacific War. 
At several places the sea has 
gouged out the earth to create 
giant natural arches. 
Squids in Sun 

Resuming vour drive south- 
ward you will pass fishing vil- 
lages and see scores of women 
setting out squid (ika) in racks 
to dry in the hot sun. 

The dome-shaped § earthen 
structures you see at the side 
of the road are kilns for the 
baking of roof tiles. 

At Ashikashima, a 
beach set amid rocks, 
first of several 
cape area. 

After about two miles from 
the mouth of the’ river you will 
come to a fine curving beach 
with a background of wind- 
twisted pines. Ahead of you is 
the white shaft of the Cape 
Inubo lighthouse set at the tip 
of Inubo, so-called from an 
Ainu word that means “great 
protruding plain.”

Air Route Comes of Age 


This year, it is estimated, 
some two million people will, 
fly the Atlantic.

But 
American Motors picked up the 
name for its compact car more 
for its symbolism than for its 
historical significance. 

Today, the symbolism of a 
name is no longer left to chance. 
Market research teams start 
with a list of as many as 20,000 
names when a new car is being 
planned. 

In surveys. much like’ those 
used to test the popularity of 
political candidates, they try to — 
determine what the various 
names signify to the average 
motorist. A whole team of re- 
searchers finally narrows the 
choice to about 10 which have 
been checked for acceptability 
and lack of duplication. 

From that small list, top com- 
pany officials make the final 
choice, based on their own pre- 
ferences and the symbolism the 
survey indicatesathe name has.

Compromise Plan! 


An advisory body of the 
Transportation Minister last 
week worked out a compromise 
plan to settle the controversial 
coaler issue smoldering since 
early this year, and submitted 
it to the minister. 

Yoshio Minami, the transpor- 
tation chief, is held likely to 
adopt the plan to end the issue. 

The shipping panel of the

day drafted the plan. This plan 
provides for the minister to ap- 
prove the freight-saving scheme 
of the Big Three iron and steel 
producers. Under this scheme, 
the producers, taking advantage 
of the interest differentiai—the 
lower interest applied for loans 
to build ships for export, Intend 
to ask the foreign shipping in- 


terests concerned to order 
coalers from Japanese ship- 
yards, and charter the ships 


thus built at much lower rates 
than the Japanese ships. The 
marine freight‘ rate constitutes 
a major item in the cost of pro- 
ducing iron in case of Japan.

Lending Policy 


A body of city bankers last 
week decided a fiscal 1960 policy 
for acting on applications for 
loans: to help finance the con- 
struction of ships outside the 
Government-financed program. 
“ The policy set by the Federa- 
tion of Bankers Association of 
Japan. (Zenginkyo) is in line 
with the Transportation Minis- 
try’s policy, fixed last month, 
of curbing shipbuilding by ship- 


ping interests outside the Gov- 
ernment-financed program.” 

According to the new policy, 
oan commitments will be issued 
to the applicants who meet the 
requirements of the Transporta- 
tion Ministry as well as of the 
Zenginkyo. 

The policy calls for loan com- 
mitments to be limited, for the 
time being, to ships for which 
keels are scheduled to be laid 
in the first half of fiscal 1960; 
that is, before Sept. 30. For 
ships whose keel-laying is slated 
for the latter half of fiscal 1960, 
details will be made available 
later this year. 

In issuing. loan commitments, 
the applicant® will be advised 
to defer the start of shipbuilding 
as much as allowable, in case 
such deferment is deemed pos- 
sible, and closer liaison will be 
effected among the interested 
banks for adjustment. 

The policy provides also for 
the opinion of the Japan De- 
velopment Bank to be sought 
in case the applicants have busi- 
ness connections with it. 

Under the policy, applications 
for bank guarantees in connec- 
tion with shipbuilding outside 
the Government-sponsored pro- 
gram will be handled as care 
fully as requests for loans. 

The ships, to which the new 
policy is applicable, are of 2,- 
000 gross tons or above. 

Meanwhile, the Zenginkyo 
tentatively earmarks ¥15,000 to 
¥16,500 million for shipbuilding 
loans in fiscal 1960. that 
total, about ¥10,000 million is 
intended to help finance the Gov- 
ernment-sponsored program and 
the remainder for shipbuilding 
outside the program.

$100 Million 
World Bank 
Loan Hoped 


Finance Minister Mikio Mizuta 
is expected to apply for a $100 
million loan for fiscal 1961 to 
Eugene Black, president of the 
World Bank, during his forth- 
coming visit to the United 
States. 

Mizuta is to leave Tokyo for 
Washington Sept. 22 to attend 
this year’s general meeting of 
the International Monetary 
Fund. 

Informed sources expect the 
‘World Bank to accept the new 
Japanese loan application in ac- 
cordance with Black's commit- 
ment, reported to have been 
made to former Finance Min- 
ister Eisaku Sato last year, that 

_ Japan would get a $100 million 
loan annually for some time. 

Details for the allocation of 
the loan are scheduled to be 
fixed by the Finance Ministry 
shortly. 

The Finance Ministry is going 
to study Japan's basic policy on 
the induction of loans from the 
World Bank and the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund in pre- 
paration for the coming visit 
to Japan of IMF President 
Samuel Waugh Saturday. 

The ministry, according to in- 
formed sources, is reported to 
attach more importance to 
World Bank than IMF loans be- 
cause the former can be used 
more freely than the latter. 

World Bank loans, for ex- 
ample, have no strings attached 
to them and their terms are 
longer than those of IMF loans. 


Taiwan Investment 
Law to Be OK’d 


TAIPEI (UPI)—The Legisla- 
tive Yuan (Parliament) will ap- 
prove the statue for encourage- 
ment of foreign investments in 
Taiwan before it adjourns Aug. 
15, it was disclosed Saturday. 

Legislator Wang  Yi-yang, 
chairman of the Economic Af- 
‘fairs Committee of the Yuan, 
said the committees which 
screened the statute all favored 
the bill and he was confident 
the procedures for its enact- 
ment would be completed next 
week. 

The statute, submitted by the 
Cabinet to the Yuan a month 
ago, will greatly relax the res- 
trictions placed on investment 
by foreigners and overseas Chi- 
nese and will also considerably 
simplify the complicated pro 
cedures. 

A number of ranking finance 
and economic officials have testi- 
fied before the joint session of 
the Economic Affairs and other 
committees and urged the Legi- 
slative Yuan to approve the bill 
as soon as possible, 


Too Low Evaluation 
By Canada Alleged 


OTTAWA (AP)—A_ Govern- 


ment supporter suggested in the’ 


Commons that the Japanese- 
Canadian trade picture was 
being distorted by low Cana- 
dian evaluations on Japanese 
imports. 

The Progressive Conserva- 
tive member, John Smith, said 
Saturday that while the value 
of Japanese electronic tubes 
was placed at 31 cents each, the 
Japanese said they are worth 
60 cents apiece. 


He added that Canadians, 
now going through a period of 
sharply competitive foreign 
trade, were being told “con- 
tinually” that Japan was buy- 
ing much more from Canada 
than Canada bought from 
Japan, 


He said: “If these figures are 
correct and we are completely 
out of line with’-respect to our 
valuation of goods that we 
purchase from Japan, then it 
may be that on the basis of 
using correct figures we are 
buying more from Japan than 
that country is selling to us.” 


Smith said what also tended 
to make the trade ‘figures “com- 
pletely ou. of line” was that 
many Japanese goods were 
shipped in bulk to the United 
States, where they were boxed 
for merchandising and trans- 
shipped to Canada. In that way 
they went dowrr*in the trade 
statistics as imports from the 
United States—not from Japan. 


Smith said that behind his 
remarks was the thought that 
in negotiations with Japan, 
Canadian delegates were using 
figures “that do no justice to 
this country.” He concluded 
by saying: 

“If- these figures were cor- 
rected, I believe it would put 
the minister in a much better 
position when he sits down at 

wthe bargaining table to nego- 
tiate with the Japanese Govern- 
ment,”

Labor Situation in Japan 
Influences Export Trade 


By SHELDON WESSON 


Japan's gradual ‘progression 
from a state of oversupply of 
labor to a more balanced situa- 
tion holds important’ signifi- 
cance for marginal production 
units in the export trade. 

The Labor White Paper issued 
a short time ago mentioned a 
trend already well-recognized in 
Japanese industry: The closing 
of the gap in wages, fringe be- 
nefits and working conditions 
between large and small indus- 
try. This trend has already 
affected the export prices of 
merchandise items which de- 
pend on abundant semi-skilled 
cheap labor for their traditional 
pricing pattern. 

Readjustments Ahead 

Looking ahead a bit, readjust- 
ments. would seem to be in order 
for those Japanese industries 
| which have traditionally depend- 
ed on surplus part-time or full- 
time labor in rural districts. 
Competition between smaller 
and larger factories is one thing; 
a shift of the labor population 
from rural to urban areas, at- 
tracted by factory work, will 
be yet another matter. 

Government economists say 
that Japan will enjoy substan- 
tial full employment by the end 
of this decade—a period coin- 
ciding with the Prime Minister's 
plan for doubling of economic 
activity. If so, the marginal

justify. The purchaser is will- 
ing to pay more for the charm 
of tradition. The foreign con- 
sumer who appreciates its signi- 
ficance and origins. Hence, ex- 
port business in handicrafts is 
liable to suffer first. 

It seems likely that, as the 
labor situation approaches the

ment, handicraft industries will 
have to become rationaf indus- 
trialized operations, or suffer 
the cruel fate of other vestiges 
of Japan's rural feudal past.

Taiwan Preoccupied 
With Rice, Tight Money 


By JOSEPH Z. REDAY 


I was in Taiwan during all 
of last week just before the is- 
land was hit for the second time 
in a year by a typhoon followed 
by disastrous floods. 


e/ ( the mountain set- 
up of Taiwan is such that when 
a typhoon hits it, it almost auto- 
matically floods the central and 
southern plain. This not only 
is costly in direct damage, but 
the rivers become torrents and 
wash out the bridges, separat- 
ing the northern area around 


Taipei and Keelung from the | 


southern area around Kaoshi- 
ung and Tainan. 

This is like cutting communi- 
cations between okyo and 
Osaka in Japan, and is rough 
on business. I know because 
my own company’s coke oven 
and chemical plant construction 
in Taiwan was delayed more 
than two months last year as 
a result of weather. It is in the 
north, and the only big pile 
driver in Taiwan was in the 
south. The pile driver was too 
big and heavy to cross a make 
shift bridge and had to wait un- 
til new steel and concrete 
bridges were rebuilt after the 
fl s last year, before we could 
get it ‘north. 


Current Rice Shortage 

The flood damage in Taiwan 
last week came at a particularly 
awkward time because of the 
current rice shortage on the is- 
land. While Taiwan is ordinar- 
ily a rice surplus area with its 
two and sometimes three crops 
a year, and while the Taiwan 
Food Bureau maintains that 
ample stocks are at present on 
hand, the shortage nevertheless 
is believed real by consumers 
who are driving the black-mar- 
ket price up about 10 per cent 
or so a week. The Ministry of 
Economic Affairs more or less 
admitted the shortage recently 
when it announced the diversion 
of pineapple juice to substitute 
for rice in making wine, and at 
the same time embarked on a 
well-drilling Sh agen for con- 
verting dry farm area to rice 
paddies. The Food Bureau also 
has come under fire by the Tal- 
wan Provincial Assembly be- 
cause of the export of rice to 
Japan. 

The merits and demerits of 
the present clamor over rice 
availability are likely mised, 
and Taiwan is too lush agri- 
culturally and too well managed 
to run any risk of starving any- 
way. It does seem likely, how- 
ever, that the fast-rising pop- 
ulation of Taiwan (5 per cent 
or more a year) will soon mean 
the end of big rice exports. 

Rice cultivation in Taiwan 
was learned from Japan and is 
about as good as any in 
world, and heavier fertilizer ap- 
plication can boost yields some. 
Also’ Taiwan of all the countries 
in the Far East is the only one 
outside Japan which has put 
major government effort into 
bettering its agricultural eco- 
nomy, and Taiwan is the only 
country which has managed to 
increase the income and well- 
being of the farmers along with 
the rest of the population, all 
of whith makes farming a re- 
latively desirable occupation 


there. 
Exports May End 


T population nevertheless 
does’ go up rapidly and Taiwan's 
farm area is strictly limited. 
Finally the terms of trade do 
not particularly favor rice ex- 
ports in return for the import 
of manufactured articles, and 
Taiwan has managed its eco 
nomy well enough so that it 
does not face the dilemma of 
s0 many other small and under- 
developed countries of export- 
ing food and raw products at 
whatever price in order to sur- 
vive. 

I would guess therefore that 
the export of rice from Taiwan 
will pretty swiftly come to an 
end, leaving the field of agri- 
cultural exports to the relative- 
ly high profit sugar, tea,. bana- 
nas and pineapples. This 
rnight in turn affect the sale of 
fertilizer from Japan to Taiwan, 
heretofore a sort of barter ar- 
rangement with rice. 

hat has made Taiwan fairly 
independent of rice exports is 
the widespread industrial estab- 
lishment on the island. Recent 
reports show the number of 
such industrial plants to have 
grown from under 10,000 10 
years ago to nearly 17,000 now. 
The value of industrial produc- 
tion will. be something like 
U.S.$600,000,000 this year, up 
about 50 per cent over the last 
three years. The growth rate 
in passing is well ahead of the 
boasted rates of either Red China 
or the Soviet Union. 

Foreign Investment 

To keep its industrial plant 

rolling and to expand it as fast 


as possible Taiwan has made 


an all-out effort to attract for- 
eign capital. In spite of its 
tenuous political position and 
the fact that Free China's off- 
shore islands are the only place 
in the world actually being shot 
at by the Reds, Taiwan has gone 
ahead and written one of the 


world and is now debating a 
new encouragement law to make 
the terms even more attractive. 
I travel this whole area con- 
stantly and I consider Talwan 
the only spot in the Far East 
which genuinely wants foreign 
investment. 


In spite of war danger, most 
places which want foreign in- 
vestment and make things hos- 
pitable for it get it, and Tai- 
wan in spite of political prob- 
lems is getting increasing invest- 
ment attention. The total to 
date this year is nearly $8,000,- 
000 in approvals which is more 
than a third higher than the 
average rate in the past few 
| years. The latest to be announc- 
ed is the joint production of 
antibiotics in Taiwan by the 
Taiwan Sugar Corporation and 
a major American ehemical firm.

Tight Money Period 


The problem of Taiwan. busi- 
ness at the moment is an ac- 
centuated feature of the peren 
nial problem of lack of money. 
The country is now going 
through a period of tight money 
imposed by the government un- 
der the leadership of K. Y. Yin, 
the chairman of the Bank of 
Taiwan and the Foreign Ex- 
change and Trade Control Com- 
mission, and of Finance Minister 
Cc. K. Yen. The tight money 
policy is designed to end infia- 
tion by avoiding additional issue 
of currency,’ thus checking the 
fast monetary expansion which 
plagues most rapidly developing 
countries. 
an anti-inflation effect so far. 
The black-market money rate in 
Taipei last week was only 42.5 
to 1 for check transfer and 43.5 
for cash, whereas the rate a 
year ago was 45 to 1. The offi- 
cial rate is 40 to l. 

Businessmen in Taiwan are 
not at all happy about tight 
money, financed as most of 
them are by a series of high 
cost note type loans. A slow- 
| down in money expansion and 
| inflesae. however, may hurt 
now but it is the only thing 
which can pull down money 
costs because lenders in Taiwan 
have customarily added 10 per 
cent a year to rates to take care 
of possible inflation, hence re

loaned capital. If 10 per cent 
could be lopped off the rmhoney 
rates in Taiwan all industry 
there could relax and go to 
town profitwise. Moreover, I 
would point out that Mr..Yin has 
been right in everything that he 
has done about money in Tai- 
wan to date and more than any 
other one man is responsible 
for the phenomenal progress the 
Taiwan economy has made. I 
expect that he is right this time 
too.

Sohyo Pledges Support to Socialists; A-Bomb Rally Denounced 


The powerful labor federa- 
tion Sohyo at its 15th conven- 
tion last week pledged its sup- 
port to the Opposition Socia- 
lists. Contrary to expectations, 
however, Sohyo failed to dis 
cover a way to overcome its 
organizational weakness and 
Chairman Kaoru Ohta got 
reelected after recanting at the 
last moment his decision to re- 
sign. 

Sohyo hfs thus reentered 
into cooperation with the Japan 
Socialist Party after a year of 
separation. This change, how- 
ever, is more technical than 
real. But Sohyo is expected to 
ask its 3,500,000 members, for 
instance, to chip in ¥10 each to 
help the Socialist candidates in 
the next general election and 
send its agents to the country- 
side to strengthen its hold upon 
the labor votes. 

One year ago, Sohyo could 
not make up its mind whether 
to support the Socialist Party 
or all leftist parties, the Com- 
munists inclusive. This time 
also, the opposition group with- 
in Sohyo favored the two- 
party poltical front, byt the 
majority led by chairm Ohta 
and secretatry general Akira 
Iwai managed to have the 
original proposal! for Socialist 
support endorsed by the con- 


vention. 

Own Praise 
Ohta, addressing the rally, 
extolled their ewn  achieve- 


ments in the recent struggles 
against the Security Treaty 
and against former Prime 
Minister Nobusuke Kishi's lead- 
ership. “We can now have 
more confidence in ourselves 
and be prouder of our ex- 
perience in the fight for demo- 
eracy,” Ohta said. 

Ohta, Iwai and their follow- 
ers believe or pretend to believe 
that their political endeavors 
in favor of the Socialists will 
gain the support of the wider 
masses of the people. But the 
Sohyo opposition group con 
siders the popular-front type 
cooperation of the Socialists 
and the Communists to be es- 
sential to success. 

How significant this differ- 
ence really is remains to be 
seen, But the same difference, 
both theoretical and factional in 
nature, which caused Sohyo to 
leave the partisan support ul 
decided one year ago, goes fur- 
ther back for its origin into 
Sohyo’s past. 

At the convention last week, 
Sohyo was celebrating its 10th 
anniversary of its founding and 
labor representatives from the 
Soviet Union, Communist Chi 
na, France, Italy, 
many, Yugoslavia and North 
Vietnam were present. Con- 
sequently, -Sohyo could not 
possibly have spoiled the oc- 
casion by permitting factional 
disunity to come to the fore. 

‘Fairness’ Resolution 

But Sohyo has failed to give 
sufficient attention to the wage 
issue, the Miike coal mine 
strike and the contemplated in- 
dustrywide reorganization of 
unions. These, however, are all 
important issues proper to the 
realm of labor movement, 

At the secondday session 
last Monday, Sohyo adopted a 
resolution urging “fairness” to 
the Central Labor Relations 
Commission, which is now ex- 
pected to work out a mediation 
plan for the Miike dispute this 
week. Sohyo has extended 
financial aid to the local union 
to the tune of ¥648 million. 

On the last day Wednesday, 
Sohyo reelected chairman Ohta 
and secretary general Iwai, 
following a last-minute change 
of mind on the part of Ohta. 
Thus, the five-year-old Ohta- 
Iwai leadership will continue 
for another year. But Ohta’s 
resignation seems likely sooner 
or later and he is now recom- 
mending an intermediate leader- 
ship formula, which he calls 
“collective leadership.” 

The Sohyo leaders huddled 
with the Soviet delegation Sat- 
urday morning, with the Com- 
munist Chinese the same after- 
noon, with the Yugoslavs the 
same evening. Similar confer- 
ences with the East Germans 
and Italians are scheduled for 
today.

Japanese Passenger Liners 


To the Editor: 

Japan's recovery since the 
catastrophic World War II is 
nothing short of spectacular 
and miraculous, except in one 
notable respect the rebuilding 
of passenger liners. Where be- 
fore the war she took over 50 
cent of the passengers 
traveling from Japan to North 
America she now takes an in- 
significant fraction on the anti- 
quated 30-year-old Hikawa 
Maru now ready for the ship- 
breakers. 


It is in many ways difficult to 
understand why the Finance 
Ministry repeatedly turns down 
the recommendation of the 
Transport Ministry to start re 
building this great national as- 
set. The trend for sea travel 
has by no means diminished 
but vastly increased. All other 
maritime powers are rapidly 
building passenger vessels— 
Japan is the miserable excep- 
tion. 


The American President Lines 
has now three special passenger 
vessels plying this route, has 
just purchased a fourth now 
about to be refurnished for this 
lucrative run, and is building a 
mammoth for the same line 
about three times the tonnage 
of the prewar Japanese luxury 
Asama Maru class! 

In addition to this prewar 
rival a completely new com- 
petitor has entered the field 
with a formidable array of 
super vessels, a famous British 
line that boasts seven gorgeous 
vessels, the smallest of which is 
24,000 tons and the largest of 
which is 29,000 tons. As 
though this were not enough 
two additional vessels of 40,000 
and 45,000 tons are due for 
completion in 1961, making nine 


mighty vessels in all due to 
traverse the popular Pucific 
route!

New Theory on Pions 
A recent report that a group 


of Japanese nuclear scientists 
have discovered a new theory 
on the basic nature of pions is 
a very welcome revelation. This 
does not mean, however, that 
Japan is not lacking in basic 
scientific facilities or that the 
crisis over this lack has been 
passed. For instance, the group 
of scientists discovered a great 
new theory but, if they had had 
to arrive at it with the use of 
pencil and paper alone for their 
calculations, it would have 
taken them over 200 years to 
do so. That they succeeded in 
arriving at a quick answer has 
been attributed to their use of 
the Meteorological Agency's 
electronic computer. If this ma- 
chine had not been available, it 
is quite likely that discovery 
would never have been made 
and the whole matfer would 
have ended up with the merest 
suggestion of the end result. 
The agency's computer is rented 
from the International Business 
Machine Co. in America at ¥160 
mulion per annum. A total of 
100. such machines are said to 
be operating in the U.S. It is 
regrettable that Japan lags far 
behind the U.S. in the availabil- 
ity of such important scientific

“And on 
the hill, after the battle, we 
picked up and buried bodies of 
47,000 Russians and Germans.” 


Russians cannot do so. 


Fear of Germany: The So- 
viet Union lost so many mil- 
lions of people in the war—per- 
haps 15, 20—that even today 
the party does not dare give 
figures to the nation. Directly 
or not, these were killed by 
Germans. 


When the war ended, the 
Russians thought they could 
ensure safety. Germany was 
split in two, and a wide buffer 
zone was created between Ger- . 
mans and the heart of Russia. 
But today the Russians sudden- 
ly discover that West Germans 
are being rearmed, and that 
buffer zone is meaningless in 
an age of missiles. 


This is why, for the Soviets, 
the prime goal of any foreign 
policy is to halt rearmament of 
Germany, and prevent creation 
of missile bases on her soil. 
Even before the ill-fated sum- 
mit conference, it offered no 
hope of any such arrangement, 
For Moscow therefore, the sum- 
mit no longer seemed attrac- 
tive or necessary. 


Fear of Attack 

Fear of Attack: Capt. Powers 
failed in his mission -of photo- 
graphing the Urals, and getting 
away with the pictures. But his 
two-hour journey over the Soviet 
Union had other unex- 
pected results. It demonstrated 
to party leaders and army mar- 
shals here that the country’s 
air defenses were miserably in- 
adequate. It showed that U.S. 
Air Force could. strike dee 
into Soviet territory. And it 
tested the nerves of Soviet rul- 
ers to the utmost. How could 
they have known if the U.S. 
carried cameras and not a hy- 
drogen bomb? Did they con- 
sider firing nuclear rockets at 
the U.S.? And how close did 
the world come to a nuclear 
armageddon before the U2 was 
finally brought down that 
spring morning? 

These are merely a few of 
the elements in a historic pol- 
icy debate which Soviet leaders 
had in May. There may have 
been a faction perhaps led by 
Mr. K himself and by Anastas 
Mikoyan, which argued that 
peaceful coexistence was still 
possible. There must have been 
a group which insisted that the 
West never took coexistence 
seriously, that talks at the surm- 
mit were futile, and that the 
nation’s defenses had to be 
greatly tightened. 


Many Pressures 

There certainly was pressure 
from Peiping, which all 
through April carried on a furi- 
ous monologue in its leading 
organs against the idea that 
one could live at peace with 
the ferocious Western tiger. 

And there must have been a 
group which kept reminding 
the “inner circle” that the East- 
West “thaw” was essential if 
the Soviet consumer was to get 
the things he is clamoring for. 

One leaves the Soviet Union 
with the overriding feeling that, 
despite great changes wrought 
by Khrushchev, this is still a 
state in which man is without 
dignity and freedom, in which 
justice is what the party makes 
it, and in which governing of 
men is done by a tight little 
band not subject to any rea- 
sonable cqntrols. One crosses 
into Poland, and in this Com- 
munist state one feels freer and 
one finds even that niggardly 
measure of well-being which is 
not to be found in the Soviet 
Union. 

But when all this is said, one 

cannot forget that the only al- 
ternative to coexistence is non- 
existence. War in this age is 
folly, and if it's to be averted, 
some live and let live arrange- 
ment must eventually be reach- 
ed. 
This does not mean that we 
can sacrifice any of our own 
vital imterests—and keeping 
West Germany in the West is 
certainly one of them. But it 
does mean that we must come 
to understand the many fears 
that possess the Soviet people 
and their leaders. It's only 
then that we can ‘have some 
hope of reasonable East-West 
accord.
